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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to claims 3, 9, and 62 which recites the langague "at least 96% sequence identity" raises the 
issue of new matter and as such would require fuerther consideration and search by the examiner. Further, the addition of the langage 
"and is at least 5 amino acids in length" would require further search and condsideration. . 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The remarks regarding new matter, written 
description, and prior art are directed towards the amended claims. Since the amendments were not entered, the remarks are not 
addressed. 

The remarks regarding lack of utility and enablement are dupicative of those addressed in the FINAL rejection. Since these were 
previously addressed applicant is referred to the previous office action for disucssion of these remarks . 

Continuation of 13. Other: The amendments are not in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 because claim 62 is indicated as "previously 
presented" but this claim is amended in the response. 
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
